Collective Agreement No. 2 of 1972 


THIS COLLECTIVE AGREEMENT made this twenty-third 
day of. February One thousand nine hundred and seventy two 
pursuant to the Industrial Disputes Act, BETWEEN MESSRS. 
PURE BEVERAGES COMPANY LIMITED a Public Iimited 
Liability Company and having its registered Office at 74, 
Union Place, Colombo 2 (hereinafter referred to as ‘* the 
Employer ’’ which term shall where the context so requires or 
admits mean and include the said Pure Beverages Company 
Limited) of the one part and the HOTEL, BAKERY, SHOP 
AND BEVERAGES WORKERS’ UNION, a trade union duly 
registered under the Trade Unions Ordinance and having its 
registered office at, 71, Malay Street, Colombo 2 (a member of 
the Ceylon Federation: of Trade Union (hereinafter sometimes 
called and referred. to as ‘‘ the Union ’’ which term shall mean 
and include the said Hotel, Bakery, Shop and Beverages 
Workers’ Union) of the OTHER PART witnesseth and it is 
hereby agreed between the parties as follows :— 


1. Employer to be Bound.—This Agreement shall bind Messrs. 
Pure Beverages Company Limited at. whose work place or places 
members of the Union are employed in a manual) or labouring 
capacity in the Engineering Trade, Motor Transport Trade, and 
Ice and Aerated Water Trade and all other trades in the work 
place or places in the classes, grades or skills of workers 
(enumerated in the First to the Fourth Schedules hereto). 


2. Workers to be Covered and Bound.—This Agreement shall 
cover and bind the members of the Union who are employed by 
Messrs. Pure Beverages Co. Limited in a manual or labouring 
capacity in the Engineering Trade, Transport Trade, Ice and 
Aerated Water Trade and all other trades in that work place or 
places in the classes, grades or skills of workers enumerated jn 
the First to the Fourth Schedules hereto it being agreed between 
the parties hereto that, for the purpose of clauses 15, 16 and 18 
hereof the question whether any person is a worker covered and 
bound by this Agreement shal] be determined only by reference 
to his written application for check-off (for which provision has 
been made jn an Agreement between the parties hereto executed 
on the date hereof which is supplementary to this Agreement), 
if any, which has been submitted to his employer not later than 
the: T'wenty-eighth day of February, One thousand nine hundred 
and Seventy two. 


8. Date of Operation and Duration.—The Agreement shall sub- 
ject to clauses 15, 16 and 18 hereof be effective as from the date 
hereof and shal] thereafter continue in force unless it is deter- 
mined by any party giving six (6) months’ notice in writing to 
the other. Provided, however, that any notice given by any party 
before the Thirty-first day of August, one thousand nine hundred 
and seventy three, shal] be null and void. 


4. General Terms and Conditions of Employment.—During the 
continuance in force of this Agreement the terms and conditions 
ofthis Agreement shall be deemed to be included in each contract 
of service between the employer bound by this Agreement and a 
worker covered and bound by this Agreement, whether such con- 
tract of service be written or oral, which was subsisting on the 
date hereof or which shall come into being at any time after 
the date hereof during the continuance in force of this 
Agreement. 


5. Probation.—Every worker recruited by an employer: shall 
serve a period of probation of not more than six (6) months. 
Provided, however, that if during the six (6) months probationary 
period the employer is not satisfied with the progress of such 
worker the probationary period may be extended for a further 
period of three (3) months and in that event the employer shal! 
indicate to the worker in writing the reasons why the proba- 
tionary period has been extended. During the period of probation 
or extended probation the employer shal] have the right to 
terminate the services of the worker withont notice. If the 
worker's, services: are not terminated’ for unsatisfactory service 
during the period of probation or extendéd probation and the 
worker has not been confirmed by the employer’ the worker shall 
be. deemed to be confirmed by the: emplover in: his’ emnlover's 
service with effect from the day after the day on which the 
period of probation or extended probation, as the case may, be, 
ended. 


6. Attendance.—(1) Unless otherwise specifically instructed by 
his employer a worker shall present himself for work on every 
day (other than a holiday) at the usnal starting time of the 
store, factory. mill or job and shall there remain available for 
work. throughout the normal working hours, 


(2) If, at a store, factory, mill or job, work is temporarily not 
available for a worker in his own occupation he shall be deemed 
to be ready and willing to perform work within his capacity and 
skill in any other occupation at any other work site of the 
employer where work is available, 


(8) Irregular attendance or unpunctuality of a worker shall 
constitute neglect of duty for which he shall be liable to appro- 
priate disciplinary action. 


7. Hours of Work.—The normal working hours shall be those 
hours which are customarily worked at a store, factory, mill or 
job in the establishment, of the employer bound by this 
Agreement. 


8. Forfeiture of Wages.—Unless for good cause shown to the 
satisfaction of the employer a worker fails to hold himself 
available for work throughout the normal working hours. of each 
working day he shall forfeit. and his employer shall be entitled 
to deduct his: wages. for the period from the time at which such 
failure:-oceurs until he is again available for work. 


9. Overtime.—(1) If required by his employer a worker shall 
work reasonable overtime on the normal working day as well as 
on the short working day which has been authorised by the 
employer, Refusal to work reasonable overtime in the absence 
of a satisfactory explanation which is acceptable to the employer 
shall constitute neglect of duty for which a worker shall be 
liable to appropriate disciplinary action. 


(2) Overtime work (i.e. work performed in excess of normal 
working hours) shall be remunerated at one and half (14) times 
the normal hourly rate ascertained in accordance with. the provi- 
sions of clause 17 (a) hereof. 


10. Weekly Holidays:—(1) In respect of each week every 
worker shall ge allowed a holiday in that week as the weekly 
holiday, Provided, however, that if any worker has not. worked 
for a period of at least twenty-eight (28) hours, exclusive of 
any period of overtime work during that week, he shall be 
liable to forfeit and his employer shall be entitled to deduct one 
day’s wage in respect of the weekly holiday for that week com- 
puted in accordance. with the provisions of clause 17(b) hereof. 


(2) In computing the period of twenty-eight (28) hours 
referred to'in sub-clause (1) the employer shall include— 


(a) every holiday: allowed by the employer to the worker as 
annual holiday; 


(b) every public holiday granted’ by the employer in terms of 
clause 12 hereof; and 


(c).every day’s absence on. any ground approved by the 
employer. 


(8) The employer may employ any worker on _ his weekly 
holiday subject to the following conditions :— 


(i) A day within the six days next succeeding such weekly 
holiday shall be allowed to that worker as a holiday 
with remuneration. Provided, however, that if any 
worker who is employed on his weekly holiday is liable 
to forfeit and the- employer is entitled to deduct one 
day’s wage in respect of that weekly holiday as provided 
in sub-clause (1), then and in such event that worker 
shal] forfeit’ and the employer shall be entitled to deduct 
one day’s wage computed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of clause 17(b) hereof in respect of the holiday 
which shall be allowed to that worker within six (6) 
days of that weekly holiday. Provided further that in 
respect of not more than two (2) such weekly holidays 
in any one calendar month the employer may. with the 
consent of the worker— 


(a) instead of allowing an alternate holiday within six 
(6) days of the weekly holiday in respect of 
which that’ worker shall’ not be liable to forfeit 
and the employer shall not be entitled to deduct 
one day’s wage as aforesaid pay him one day’s 
wage computed in accordance with the provisions 
of clause 17 (b) hereof in lieu of such alternate 
holiday, or 


(6); in, case that. worker is: entitled to an alternate 
holiday within six (6). days of the weekly holi- 
day as aforesaid in respect of which alternate 
holiday he shall be liable: to forfeit and the em- 
ployer shall be entitled to deduct a day’s wage as 
aforesaid employ that worker on. the alternate 
holiday. 

(ii) that in respect of work done on such weekly: holiday 
the worker shall be paid as remuneration— 


(a) one and one half (1}) times: the normal honrly rate 
ascertained in accordance with’ the provisions of 
clanse 17 (a) hereof for the number of honrs 
worked during the first: nine’ (9) hours: (éxclusive 
of one’ hour for a) meal); and 


(b) at double the normal hourly rate ascertained in 
accordance with the provisions of clause 17(a) 
hereof for each subsequent hour. of work. 


The provisions of, this sub-clanse shall not apply to workers 
engaged on work: ontside the business premises of the employer 
for periods exceeding twelve (12) days in respect of the dura. 
tion of each such period. 
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11. Annual Holidays.—Annual Holidays shall be allowed to a 
worker in accordance with the decisions of the relevant Wages 
Board. Provided however that if a worker is not sovered by the 
decisions of any Wages Board annual holidays shall be allowed 
to that worker in accordance with the decisions of the Wages 
Board for the Ice and Aerated Water Trade. 


12. Public Holidays.—(1) Public Holidays shall be allowed to 
& worker in accordance with the decisions of the relevant Wages 
Board. Provided however that if a worker is not covered by the 
decisions of any Wages Board public holidays shall be allowed 
to that worker in accordance with the decisions of the Wages 
Board for the Ice and Aerated Water Trade. 


(2) The employer will be entitled if the occasion warrants to 
require a worker to work on a public holiday in which event 
that worker will be employed on that public holiday in accor- 
dance with the decisions of the relevant Wages Board. Provided 
however that if a worker is not covered by the decisions of any 
Wages Board public holidays shall be allowed to that worker 
in accordance with the decisions of the Wages Board for the 
Ice and Aerated Water Trade. 


(3) If any public holiday to which a worker is eligible under 
the provisions of sub-clause (1) falls on a weekly holiday, a day 
either in the six (6) days immediately preceding or in the six 
(6) days immediately succeeding such public holiday shall be 
granted to the worker as a weekly holiday in accordance with 
the provisions of clause 10 hereof. 


(4) If any public holiday to which a worker is eligible under 
the provisions of sub-clause (1) falls on a short working day the 
number of hours constituting the normal working day (exclusive 
of one hour for a meal) on the day immediately preceding such 
public holiday shall be five (5) hours. 


13. Casual Leave.—(1) In respect of each year of employment 
during which any worker has been continuously in employment 
that worker shall be entitled to take on account of private 
business or other reasonable cause including ill health if that 
worker's entitlement to sick leave has been fully utilised, leave 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘ casual leave ‘) with remuneration 
for the period of an aggregate of periods not exceeding seven 
(7) days and the employer shall allow such. casual leave and 
shall be liable to pay such remuneration. Provided however that 
not more than two (2) days casual leave shall be taken at any 
time. Provided further that any worker shall not be entitled 
to take casual leave immediately preceding or immediately 
following any period of annual holidays. 


Provided further that in respect of any worker's first year of 
employment including any period of probation he shall be 
entitled to casual leave for that year computed on the hasis of 
‘one day for each completed period of two month’s service. 


(2) Casual leave will normally be granted on application 
without the worker being required to state the reason for the 
application. Where the employer finds it difficu’t to grant an 
application for casual leave his difficulty shall be notified to the 
worker as soon as possible after the application is made and in 
such case the worker may be required to state the reason for 
the application in order that the employer may decide whether 
it is reasonable in the circumstances to grant him casual leave. 


14. Sick Leave.—In any year a worker shall be entitled to 
sick leave not exceeding twenty one (21) days. Provided that:— 


(a) his illness is supported by a certificate from a registered 
medical practitioner (unless waived by the employer) 
and 


(b) the worker shall not be on probation within the meaning 
of clause 5 hereof, provided however that a worker who 
has been on probation shall as from the date of confir- 
mation in respect of the remainder of the first year of 
employment be entitled to sick leave not exceeding ten 
(10) days if he is confirmed after six (6) months proba- 
tion and sick leave not exceeding five (5) days if he is 
confirmed after nine (9) month’s probation. 


15. Monthly Consolidated Wages.—(1) As from the first day 
of February one thousand nine hundred and seventy two each 
worker shall be paid upon and subject to the other terms and 
condifiors herein contained a monthly wage ascertained as 
ollows :— 


(a) All workers shall be graded in accordance with relevant 
classification set out in Schedules one to four annexed 
hereto. 


(b) To the monthly wage of each worker for the month of 
November, 1971, shall be added a sum of Rs. 12 
(Rupees Twelve only), 


(c) Each. worker shall be placed at the next higher point of 
the scales of consolidated wages. The scales of the con- 
solidated wages are set out in Schedules one to four 
annexed hereto. 


(d) The consolidated monthly salary payable to each worker 
in accordance with (b) above shall include to each 
worker the interim devaluation allowance of Rs. 19, 
The shift allowance will not be included in the 
consolidated wage. 


Provided however that subject to the provisions of sub-clause 
(2) a sum equivalent to arrears of wages as from the fist day 
of September one thousand nine hundred and seventy up to the 
thirty-first day of January one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy two shall be payable to and receivable by each worker 
who is entitled to the same on the undernoted basis as and by 
way of a special non-recurring gratuity :— 


(i) subject to the provisions of paragraph (III) (IV) and (V) 
each worker who was in the service of the employer 
as at the first day of September one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy shall as from that date up to the 
date of cessation of his services or the thirty-first day 
of January, One thousand nine hundred and seventy- 
two whichever shall be earlier be entitled to a monthly 
wage on the basis of the scales fo consolidated wages 
set out in the first to fourth schedules hereto for his 
category grade and stage; 


(ii) subject to the provisions of paragraph (III), (IV) and (V) 
each worker who joined the service of the employer 
after the first day of September one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy shall as from the date of com- 
mencement of his service up to the date of cessation 
of his services or the thirty-first day of January, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventy two whichever shall 
be earlier be entitled to a monthly wage on the basis 
of the scales of consolidated wages set out in the first 
to fourth schedules hereto for his category grade and 
stage; 


(iii) each worker referred to in paragraph (I) or paragraph (II) 
shall be given credit by the employer for any increment 
to which he was eligible between the first day of Sep- 
tember one thousand nine hundred and seventy and 
the thirty-first day of January one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy two. 


(iv) from the special non-recurring gratuity payable to an 
worker in accordance with paragraph (I) or paragrap 
(II) read with paragraph (III) the employer shall be 
entitled to claim credit in and take account of deduc- 
tions already made and wages already paid to that 
worker for the corresponding period; 


(v) the employer shall be entitled to set off in reduction of 
the special non-recurring gratuity payable to any worker 
the arrears of Provideat Fund contributions payable by 
that worker under the provisions of clause 18 hereof, 


(2) The benefits conferred by the provisions to subclause (1) 
shall not extend to any person who by virtue of the provisions 
of section 8 (2) of the Industrial Disputes Act shall become 
entitled to terms and conditions of employment which are not 
less favourable than the terms and conditions set out in this 
Agreement. Provided however that the employer may in his dis- 
cretion and subject to such terms as he may impose extend the 
benefits conferred by the provision to sub-clanse (1) to any person 
who by virtue of the provisions of section 8 (2) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act shall become entitled to terms and conditions of 
employment which are not less favourable than the terms and 
conditions set out in this Agreement. 


16. Non-Recurring Cost of Living Gratuity.—(1) As the scales 
of consolidated wages set out in the second schedule hereto have 
been fixed on the basis of the Colombo Consumer's price Index 
being 137.5 a worker shall subject to the provisions of sub-clause 
(2) be entitled to receive and the employer shall be liable to pay 
a non-recurring cost of living gratuity to the worker in Sep- 
tember each year in respect of the preceding twelve (12) months 
(1st September to 31st August hereinafter referred to as ‘ the 
qualifying period ’) commencing from the first day of September 
one thousand nine hundred and seventy ascertained in accor- 
dance with the undernoted formula. Provided however that such 
non-recurring cost of living gratuity shall also be payable by 
the employer to any worker who is eligible to receive the same 
by virtue of his service under the employer during a part of the 
quatifying year and is not in the employer's service when the 
non-recurring cost of living gratuity becomes payable in 
September of any year. 


The formula: 


If the average of the Colombo Consumer’s price Index for 
the qualifying period exceeds 137.5 a sum computed at 
Rupees Two (Rs. 2) for each complete point (i.e. 1.0) by 
which such average exceeds 187.5 in respect of each month 
service during the qualifying period. ° 


(2) The benefit of the non-recurring cost of living gratuity with 
effect from the first day of September one thousand nine hundred 
and seventy up to the thirty-first day of August, one thousand 
nine hundred and seventy one shall not extend to any person 
who by virtue of the provisions of section 8 (2) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act shall. become entitled to terms: and conditions of 
employment which are not less favourable than the terms and 
conditions set out in this Agreement. Provided however that the: 
employer may in his discretion and subject to such terms: 
as he may impose extend the benefit of the non-recurring cost 
of living gratuity with effect from the first day of September one 
thousand nine hundred and seventy up to the thirty-first day 
of August one thousand nine hundred and seventy one as provided 
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in sub-cdause (1) to any person who by virtue of the provisions 
of section 8 (2) of the Industrial Disputes Act shall become 
entitled to terms and conditions of employment which are not 
less favourable than the terms and conditions set out in this 
Agreement. 


17. Wages for periods less than one month.—For the purpose 
of this Agreement the wages of any worker for periods less than 
one month shall be computed in the manner following :— 


the monthly wage divided by 
two hundred and forty (240). 


(a) for one hour 


(b) for one day the monthly wage divided by 
thirty (80). 


(e) for one-half day ». & day’s wage ascertained as 


(either morning or above divided by two (2). 
afternoon) 
(d) for one week ... & day's wage ascertained as 


above multiplied by, seven 


(7). 


18. Rates of Provident Fund contributions.—(1) Subject to the 
provisions of sub-clause (2) notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary in the rules or regulations of any Provident 
Fund, the minimum rates of contributions to the Provident Fund, 
with effect from the first day of September one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy up to the thirty-first day of December one 
thousand nine hundred and seventy shall be eight per centum 
(8%) and eight per centum (8%) and as on and from the first 
day of January one thousand nine hundred and seventy one 
shall be nine percentum (9%) and eight per centum (8%) of the 
worker’s earnings as defined in the Employees Provident Fund 
Act No. 15 of 1958 by the employer and the worker respectively 
computed with reference to his wages for that period on the 
basis of the scales of consolidated wages set out in the second 
schedule hereto. 


(2) The benifit of Provident Fund contributions with effect 
from the first day of September one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy up to the thirty-first day of December one thousand nine 
hundred and seventy as provided in sub-clause (1) shall not 
extend to any person who by virtue of the provisions of section 
8 (2) of the Industrial Disputes Act shall become entitled to 
terms and conditions of employment which are not less favour- 
able than the terms and conditions set out in this Agreement, 
Provided however that the employer may in his discretion and 
subject to such terms as he may impose extend benefit of Provi- 
dent Fund contributions with effect from the first day of 
September one thousand nine hundred and seventy up to \the 
thirty-first day of December one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy as provided in sub-clause (1) to any person who by 
virtue of the provisions of section 8 (2) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act shall become entitled to terms and conditions of employment 
which are not less favourable than the terms and conditions set 
out in this Agreement. 


19. Terminal Benefits.—The employer will subject as here- 
inafter provided pay terminal benefits to workers who are 
eligible to receive the same in accordance with the scheme 
of terminal benefits set out in this clause. 


(1) The scheme shall apply to every worker in service on the 
first day of September one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy. 


(2) As and by way of terminal benefits under this clause the 
employer will pay to the worker a sum equivalent to 
two week's wages in the case of daily paid workers and 
one half month’s wages in the case of monthly paid 
workers for every year of service under the employer. 


(3) For the purpose of calculating terminal benefits under this 
clause a year of service shall be a period of not 
less than six (6) months. 


(4) Wages for the purpose of sub-clause (2) above shall be the 
gross wages which was received by the worker just prior 
to the conversion to the new scales of the said Agree- 
ment. That is wages earned by the worker in August, 
1970. 

(5) The terminal benefits ascertained as above shall subject 

to the provisions of sub-clause (6) be payable on the 
cessation of the worker’e services arising from death or 
any other cause whatsoever. 


(6) If at the date of the cessation of the worker's services 
there is due to the employer from the worker any sum 
on account of fraud, misappropriation or otherwise 
such money shall be recoverable from the terminal 


benefits. ‘ 


(7) On the death of a worker who is eligible to receive terminal 
benefits under this clause while in service the employer 
shall pay such terminal benefits in the manner and to 
the persons hereinafter set forth: 


(a) If there be a valid nomination in force for the 
purpose of the deceased worker's provident Fund 
at the date of his death to the nominee or noml- 
nees of such worker in conformity with the form 
of nomination where such nominee is then living 


and of full age. 


(b) If a nominee or person deemed to be a nominee 
shall be a minor payment of the terminal benefits 
shall be made to the curator of his estate. If no 
curator be appointed within (6) months of the 
death of such worker or within such further period 
as the employer may allow the terminal benefits 
payable to such minor may be paid to the credit 
of an account to be opened in the name of the 
minor with the Ceylon Savings Bank or other 
Bank selected by the employer and payment of 
that amount to such Bank shal! be deemed to be 
a complete discharge to the employer in respect 
of the termina] benefits payable to such minor. It 
shall be competent to the employer (but without 
any obligation on him so to do) to deliver the 
deposit book issued by the Bank to such person 
as may appear to the employer after making 
such inquiry as he may in his discretion deem 
reasonable to be the guardian of the minor. 


(eye ie at the date of death of the worker there be no 
valid nomination in force for the purpose of his 
Provident Fund or if the nominee if only one or 
all the nominees be then dead payment of the 
terminal benefits shall be made to the executor 
of the last will if any of the deceased worker or 
if there be no such executor then to the duly 
appointed administrator of such worker's estate or 
if the estate be not administrable to the person 
or persons entitled to claim a grant of administ- 
ration. If no such executor of administrator or 
person entitled to claim a grant of administration 
shall within six (6) months of the worker’s death 
apply for payment of the terminal benefits in 
respect of the deceased worker such terminal 
benefits may be paid by the employer to such 
person or persops as after making such inquiry 
as the employer in his discretion may deem reason- 
able the employer may ascertain to be the worker's 
heirs and in the case of a minor the provisions 
in sub-clause (b) with regard to payment may be 
applied. The dicision of the employer as to the 
person or perscns to whom as heirs of the 
deceased worker payment of the terminal benefits 
is to be made and the proportions in which such 
payment shall be made shall be final and bind- 
ing. Payment by the employer to the person or 
persons so ascertained as heirs shall be a com- 
plete discharge to the employer from all liabilities 
for terminal benefits to all persons whomsoever. 


20. Bonus.—(1) Without prejudice to the existing bonus scheme 
and without prejudice to the employer's claim that bonus pay- 
ments in the past and as provided in this Agreement are 
ex-gratia the employer will, subject as hereinafter provided, 
continue to pay to each of his workers a bonus which will not 
be less than the sum of money paid to him as his bonus in 
December one thousand nine hundred and seventy. In any 
year the employer in his discretion, reduces the bonus to an 
amount less than the sum of money paid to each of his workers 
as bonus in December one thousand nine hundred and seventy 
the Union may canvass such reduction of bonus with the emp- 
loyer. 1f the Union is not satisfied by the employer in the matter 
the Union may pursue the matter with the Commissioner of 
Labour. If the dispute as to the reduction of the bonus is not 
settled with the Commissioner of Labour the same shall be 
referred to a Committee of three persons (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘a Bonus Committee ’) which shall be constituted in acorcd- 
ance with the provisions of sub-clause (2) for settlement in the 
manner hereinafter set forth. 


(2) At the request of the parties to the dispute as to the 
reduction of the Bonus or any of them (with notice thereof in 
writing to the other party) mane in writing to the Commissioner 
of Labour, the Honourable Minister of Labour will constitute a 
Bonus Committee by selecting two persons from Part I and one 
person from Part II of the fifth schedule hereto and the Honour: 
able Minister's selection shall be communicated in writing to 
the Employer and the Union concerned by the Commissioner of 
Lahour who shall also communicate in writing to each member 
of the Bonus Committee so constituted a Statement of the 
Principles and Procelure by which the members of the Bonus 
Committee shall be bound in settling any dispute as to the 
reduction of bonus and which have been determined by the 
Commissioner of Labour prior to the signing of this Agreement. 


(3) Upon receipt of the submission and the statement of the 
Principles and Procedures from the Commissioner of Labour, the 
Bonus Committee shall in accordance with the said Principles 
and Procedures decide whether the reduction of the bonus by the 
employer was justified and if the reduction was not justified 
to what extent, if any, the bonus should be reduced. The bonus 
Committee shall communicate its decisions in writing to the 
Employer and the Union and the Commissioner of Labour 
for the information of the Honourable Minister of Labour. If 
the decision of the Bonus Committee is unanimous, such decision 
shall be final and binding on the parties to the dispute and the 
Union and its members shall not pursue the matter further by 
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any form of trade union action or otherwise during the continu- 
ance in force of this Agreement. If, however, the Bonus 
Committee is divided in tts decision then the decision of the 
Honourable Minister of Labour on the matter shall be final and 
binding on the parties to the dispute and the Honourable 
Minister’s decision shall be communicated in writing by the 
Commissioner of Labour to the Employer and the Union and 
the Union and its members shall not pursue the matter further 
by any form of trade union action or otherwise during the 
continuance in force of the Agreement. 


(4) The Bonus Committee or the Honourable Minister of 
Labour shall not be entitled nor ke competent to decide that 
in any year an employer should pay his workers a bonus exceed- 
ing the sum of money paid as bonus in December one thousand 
nine hundred and seventy. 


(5) The fee payable to the members of each Bonus Committee 
shall be borne equally by the parties to the dispute as to the 
reduction of bonus and be payable on demand by the Commis- 
sioner of Labour. 


(6) The payment of a bonus exceeding the sum of money paid 
as bonus to workers in December one thousand nine hundred and 
seventy shall be in the sole discretion of the employer and shall 
not be called in question by the Union and/or its members nor 
shall the employer’s failure or refusal to pay such bonus be the 
subject of any dispute. 


(7) The provisions of sub-clause (1), (2), (8), (4), (5), and (6) 
shall mutatis mutandis apply to existing bonus scheme. 


(8) If any person whose name appears in Part J or Part II 
of the fifth schedule hereto shail during the continuance in force 
of this Agreement be incapacitated from becoming or continuing 
to be a member of a Bonus Committee for any reason whatsoever 
then and in such event such vacancy in Part I may be filled as 
provided in sub-clause 9 (a) and a vacancy in Part II may be 
filled as provided in sub-clause 9 (b) and a vacancy in any 
Bonus Committee shall be filled by the Honourable Minister 
of Labour as provided in sub-clause (2). 


(9) (a) At the request of the Commissioner of Labour the 
Council of the Ceylon Institute of Chartered Accountants will 
nominate a Chartered Accountant with not less than ten years 
post-qualification experience drawn from professional Accountancy 
firms to fill a vacancy in Part I of the fifth Schedule hereto. 


(b) At the request of the Commissioner of Labour, the Auditor- 
General will nominate an officer not below the grade of Audit- 
Superintendent Grade II to fill any vacancy in Part II of the 
fifth schedule hereto. 


21. Annual Increments.—-The annual increments provided in 
each grade of the scales of consolidated wages in the Schedules 
one to four hereto shall be automatic unless as a matter of 
punishment for general inefficiency including irregular atten- 
dance or unpunctuality or disciplinary action on account of seri- 
ou3 misconduct an increment is suspended, stopped or deferred, 
in which case where an increment is— 


(a) deferred, the loss of increment shall be continuous through- 
out the year; 


(b) stopped, the loss of increment shall only be for the period 
of stoppage during the year; 


(c) suspended, the increment is suspended pending a decision 
to defer or stop an increment, such decision being de- 
pendent upon a consideration of the factors giving rise 
to the suspension. Where on such decision as increment 
is neither stopped nor deferred, then the suspension 
shall be treated a waived and the full increment from 
the date of suspension thereof shall accrue to the 
worker concerned. 


Deferment, stoppage or suspension of an increment shall only 
be effected in cases where the worker has been notified in writ- 
ing of a complaint against such worker and has been found 
guilty after due inquiry of inefficiency, fraud or misconduct, 
which in the circumstances does not merit termination of 
employment. 


22. Warnings.—If in the opinion of the employer an offence 
warrants a warning the same shall be conveyed to the worker 
by a letter, a duplicate of which shall be signed by the worker. 
If the worker refuses to sign the duplicate the warning may be 
given to the worker orally by the employer in the presence of 
two witnesses. 


23. Suspension.—(1) A worker may be suspended without pay 
by the employer— 


(a) pending an inquiry to be held by the employer on a charge 
or charges of misconduct which warrant dismissal; 


(b) in order to avoid a breach of the peace or damage to the 
property or disturbances of the business of the emplo- 
“yer; 


(c) as a punishment for misconduct for a period not exceed- 
ing seven (7) days after due inquiry. 


(2) At the time of suspension under sub-clause (1) (@) or 
within twenty-four (24) hours thereof the employer shall 
provide the worker with a written order of suspension 
specifying the reasons for such suspension and there- 
after hold an inquiry into the charge or charges against 
him if any. 


24. Disciplinary aclion.—Where the 
proceed against a worker then— 


employer proposes to 


(1) irrespective of whether a worker has been suspended under 
clause 28 hereof or not, the worker shall be furnished 
with a show cause notice which shal! set out the parti- 
culars of the charges of misconduct alleged against 
such worker and such show cause notice shall give the 
worker not less than three (3) clear days in which to 
give the answer or explanation to the charges preferred. 


(2) Within three (8) clear days after the date of the show 
cause notice, the worker shall furnish in writing to the 
employer the answer or explanation to the charges pre- 
ferred against such worker. Provided however that if 
in the circumstances it is reasonable, the worker may 
ask the employer for en extention of time within which 
to furnish the written answer or explanation to the 
show cause notice and where such request is made by a 
worker to the employer, the employer shall grant such 
request for such further period of time as is deemed 
necessary in the circumstances of the case. 


(3) If the employer is satisfied with the written answer or 
explanation of the worker, the worker shall if he is 
under suspension forthwith be reinstated and shall be 
paid all wages and entitlements due for the period of 
such suspension. 


(4) If the employer is not satisfied with the written answer 
or explanation of the worker to the show cause notice 
and such answer or explanation is rejected by the 
employer, the employer shall commence an inquiry 
within ten (10) days from the date or receipt by him 
of the written answer or explanation to the show cause 
notice. . 


(5) After holding such inquiry the employer shall notify the 
worker of the findings on each of the charges in the 
show cause notice and the punishment, if any, imposed 
by the employer. Provided that if the employer fails to 
make an order except for reasons beyond the control of 
the employer on the charges in the show cause notice 
within thirty (30) days from the conclusion of the in- 
quiry into such charges, the worker shall not be liable 
to be punished thereafter in respect of such charges and 
no inference adverse to the worker in respect of such 
charges shall be drawn from such charges. j 


(6) If the worker is under suspension and the employer after 
such inquiry makes order that— 


(a) the worker shall not be dismissed then the worker 
shall resume employment forthwith and shall sub- 
ject to the provisions of sub-clause 23 (1) (c) 
hereof be paid all wages and entitlements due 
for the period of suspension irrespective of such 
other punishment less than dismissal that may 
be imposed by the employer on the findings as 
to the charges in the show cause notice. 


(b) the worker shall be dismissed, the worker’s dismis- 
sal shall take effect from the date of the worker's 
suspension and accordingly the worker shall not 
be paid for the period of such suspension; 


(c) In view of the serious or involved nature of the 
charges in the show cause notice against the 
worker, the employer is unable to make a final 
order as it is necessary and desirable that the 
matter be referred to the Police or other authori- 
ties for further investigations or inquiries and 
that the matter be therefore referred to the Police 
or other authorities or if in view of the serious 
or involved nature of the charges preferred 
against the worker the matter had been previous- 
ly referred to the Police or other authorities for 
investigations or inquiries that the outcome of 
such investigations or inquiries be awaited then 
in either of such circumstances the worker may 
remain suspended without pay. ' 


(7) If in any oase where a worker is suspended as provided 
for herein the employer fails to make an order under 
paragraphs (a) to (c) of the preceding sub-clause 
for any reason other than that of the worker's own 
seeking within thirty days (80) from the date of the 
worker's su:pension, the worker shall be entitled to 
half his normal remuneration for the period of thirty 
(30) days from the date of such suspension and to his 
full remuneration for the period of suspension in ex- 
cess of thirty (30) days up to the date on which the 
employer makes an order under paragraphs (a) to (c) 
of the preceding sub-clause, irrespective of the outcome 
of the inquiry. .

(8) In any case where a worker is suspended as_ provided 
herein the employer shall make an order under para- 
graphs (a) to (c) or sub-clause (6) within ninety (90) 
days of the date of suspension of the worker unless he 
is prevented from so doing by reasons of the worker's 
own seeking or for reasons beyond the control of the 
employer or it is agreed between the employer and the 
union that in the circumstances of the case the 
period of ninety (90) days be extended for such further 
time as may be agreed. 


25. Retirement.—In accordance with the existing practice, a 
worker on reaching the age of Fifty-five years (55) shall ipso 
facto retire and cease to be an employee employed by the 
employer and there shall be no obligation on the employer to 
give the worker notice of such retirement. Provided however that 
if a worker is found medically unfit before he reaches the age of 
Fifty-five (55) years his services will be terminated at that stage 
on medical grounds. However at the discretion of the Manage- 
ment a worker over Fifty-five (55) years may be employed on 
an annual contractual basis as done presently. Retirement 
benefits will be computed at fifty-five (55) years. 


26. Termination of Service.—(1) Every contract, whether oral 
or written, for the hire of any worker by the employer except 
for work usually performed by the day, or by the job, or by 
the journey, shall (subject to the provisions of clause 5 hereof 
or unless otherwise expressly stipulated) be deemed and taken in 
law to be a contract for hire and service for the period of one 
month and to be renewable from month to month and shall be 
deemed and taken in law to be so renewed, unless cne month's 
previous notice be given by either party to the other of his 
intention to determine the same and such month has expired. 


f : ol 

2) Where a worker is engaged for a particular job or perio 
aaah as casual or temporary work he shall be informed thereof 
at the commencement of his employment and his contract of 
service will terminate on the completion of the job or period 
or on the failure of the worker to complete the job within a 
reasonable time. 


27. Union Recognition.—Any union shall be competent to make 
representations on behalf of any of its members who is eeiploye 
ed in any work place of the employer bound by this Agreement, 
In regard to issues of general application or the effect of princi- 
ple such as matters affecting general terms and conditions of 
employment either in that work place. or the trade as a whole 
the following provisions shall apply— 

(1) When any Union is representative of not less than forty per 
centum (40%) of the workers whose membership subscrip- 
tion is not in arrears the employer of such worker will 
recognise that union for the purpose of general claims 
and matters and negotiate with it on that basis. If there 
is any other union which is also representative of not 
less than forty per centum (40%) of such workers the 
employer will be at liberty to require that general claims 
and matters be discussed and negotiated with all the 
unions competent to make general demands by virtue of 
the requisite membership and not separately with each 
such union. 7. 

(2) As the employer carries on more than one type of busi- 
ness or has more than one work place and the claim or 
matter is restricted to one type of business or one work 
place but is applicable or capable of being applicable to 
other workers in the service of the employer the com- 
petence of the union to make such claims or raise such 
matter shall be determined by reference to the duly 
qualified members of such union in proportion to the 
total number of workers in the service of the employer 
in Ceylon. 


(3) If it becomes necessary to decide the question whether at 
the establishment of the employer and of the Union is 
competent to make general claims or raise general mat- 
ters the same shall be determined by a referendum which 
shall be held by the Department of Labour and the 
result of such referendum shall be binding on the 
employer and that union and the parties hereto. 


98. Disputes Procedure.—(1) In the first instance the Union 
shall submit any demand on behalf of its members to the em- 
ployer of such members and give the employer at least ten (10) 
days’ time within which to reply. If in that union’s opinion the 
employer's reply is unsatisfactory that union and the employer 
shall explore the possibility of reaching a settlement. 


(2) When that union concludes that negotiations with the em- 
ployer have been abortive it shall ask the Department of Labcur 
to intervene and give the Department not less than ten (10) 
days to arrange conferences and/or discussions with a view to 
a settlement of the dispute. Negotiations under the aegis of the 
Department of Labour shall then proceed until the Deparment 
reports failure. 


(3) Subject to the provisions of clause 31 hereof all disputes 
between the Union and the employer or between the parties here- 
to shall be settled in accordance with the provisions of the 
Industrial Disputes Act and the regulations made thereunder. 


(4) Any party to this Agreement shall not instigate, support 
or engage in any unfair labour practice during the currency of 
this Agreement. 
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29. How Anomalies in the course of Implementing this Agree- 
ment shall be dealt with.—Any anomaly arising from the imple- 
menting of this Agreement shall be settled by negotiation Let- 
ween represenatives of the employer and the union of which the 
worker is a member and if the matter cannot be settled by nego- 
tiations the matter shall be settled in accordance with the 
provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act and the Regulations 
made thereunder. 


30. Trade Union Action.—The Union and its members and the 
workers covered and bound by this Agreement jointiy and seve- 
rally agree with the Employer that during the continuance in 
force of the Agreement they shall not engage in any strike or 
other form of trade union action against the employer in res- 
pect of any dispute between the employer on the one hand and 
the Union and/or its members and/or any worker or workers 
covered and bound by this Agreement on the other hand whether 
or not such dispute is related to the Agreement, except where 
such dispute has been caused by an act of the employer which 
in the opinion of the controlling body (by whatsoever named 
called) of the union is mala fide or vindictive or calculated to 
threaten or undermine the existence or the legitimate activities of 
the union and/or its members or is grossly unfair or serlously 
detrimental to the interests of that union and/or its members. 
Provided however that at least seven (7) days notice in writing 
shall be given by the union to the employer, and the Commis. 
sioner of Labour before the date of commencement of any in- 
tended strike or other form of trade union action consequent to 
an act of the employer which in the opinion of the controlling 
body (by whatsoever named called) of the union is mala fide or 
vindictive or calculated or threaten or undermine the existence 
or the legitimate activities of he union and/or its members or 
is grossly unfair or seriously detrimintal to the interest of that 
union and/or its member. 


31. Variation of Terms and Conditions of Employment or 
Benefits.—(1) The union and its members and the workers 
covered and bound by this Agreement jointly and severally agree 
with the employer that during the continuance in force of this 
Agreement they will not seek to vary, alter or add to all or any 
of the terms and conditions of employment presently applicable 
to any of the workers covered and bound by this Agreement 
as amended or altered in terms of this Agreement, or all or 
any of the benefits presently enjoyed by any of the workers 
covered and bound by the Agreement other than by mutual 
agreement. 


(2) The Employer agrees with the Union and its members 
and the workers covered and bound by this agreement that 
the employer shall not seek to vary, alter or withdraw all or 
any of the benefits presently enjoyed by the workers covered 
and bound by this Agreement other than by mutual Agreement. 


(3) Any dispute or difference arising from negotiation under 
the provisions of sub-clauses (1) or (2) may be resolved by 
voluntary arbitration but only if all the parties concerned 
agree to submit such dispute or difference for settlement by 
voluntary arbitration.

Collective Agreement No. 2A of 1972 


This Collective Agreement made this Twenty-third day of 
February, One thousand nine hundred anid _— seventy-two 
pursuant to the Industrial Disputes Act BETWEEN PURE 
BEVERAGES COMPANY LIMITED a Public Limited 
Liability Company and having its registered Office at 74, 
Union Place, Colombo 2 (hereinafter referred to as ‘* the 
Employer "’ which terms shall where the context so requires 
or admits mean and include the said Pure Beverages Company 
Limited) of the one part and HOTEL, BAKERY, SHOP AND 
BEVERAGES WORKERS’ UNION, a trade union duly 
registered under the Trade Unions Ordinance and having its 
registered Office at 71, Malay Street, Colombo 2 (a member of 
the Ceylon Federation of Trade Unions) hereinafter sometimes 
called and referred to as ‘‘ the Union’’ which ‘erm shall 
mean and include the said HOTEL, BAKERY, SHOP AND 
BEVERAGES WORKERS’ UNION of the OTHER PART 
witnesseth and it is hereby agreed between the parties as 
follows :— 


Whereas the parties hereto entered into a Collective Agreement 
on the date first aforementioned in respect of workers engaged 
in a labouring or manual capacity in the Engineering Trade, 


Transport Trade and Ice and Aerated Water Trade and all 
other trades in that work place (hereinaiter reierred to as 
“the Principal Col.ective Agreement ’’). 


And whereas in terms of clause 3 of the Principal Collective 
Agreement it was mutually agreed between the parties hereto 
and the parties thereto that the Principal Collective Agreement 
shall as trom the date hereof subject as provided in the Principal 
Coilective Agreement continue in force unless it is determined 
by any party giving six (6) months’ notice in writing to any 
party beiore the thirty-urst day of August, One thousand nine 
hundred and seventy-three shall be null and void, 


And whereas it has been mutually agreed by and between the 
parties hereto that the Kmployer shall grant the facilities and 
concessions contained in the birst Schedule to this Agreement 
upon and subject to the terms conditions and covenants 
hereinafter set forth. 


Now this Agreement witnesseth and it is hereby agreed 
between the parties hereto as follows:— 


1. Supplementary to Principal Collective Agreement.—This 
Agreement is intended to be Supplementary to the Principal 
Collective Agreement and shail be taken and read as part and 
parcel thereof save and except as may be hereinafter expressly 
provided. 


2. Conditional upon Principal Collective Agreement.—The 
operation of this Agreement is conditional upon the subsistence 
in force of the Principal Collective Agreement and 


(a) if the Employer or the Union repudiates the Principal 
Collective Agreement as provided in clause 38 thereof 
this Agreement shail cease to have eflect as from the 
date on which the Principal Collective Agreement 
ceases to have eflect pursuant to notice of repudiation 
by the Employer. 


8. Breaches of the Principal Collective Agreement or of this 
Agreement.—If in the opinion of the Emptoyer the Union shall 
commit a breach of any of the terms of the Principal Collective 
Agreement or of this Agreement then and in any such event 
the Union committing such breach shall cease to be entitled 
to enjoy the facilities and concessions granted by the Employer 
contained in the First Schedule hereto and the same shall stand 
withdrawn without prejudice to the Employer's right to restore 
such facilities and concessions upon such terms and conditions 
as the Kmployer may decide. 


4. Facilities and Concessions Granted by the Employer.— 
Subject to all and singular the other terms conditions and 
covenants contained in this Agreement the Employer hereby 
grants to the Union the facilities and concessions contained in 
the First Schedule to this Agreement. 


5. Commencement and Duration of this Agreement.—Subject 
to the provisions of clauses 2 and 38 hereof this Agreement shall 
be effective as from the date hereof and shail thereafter continue 
in force until it is determined by any party giving six (6) months 
notice in writing to the other. Provided however that any notice 
given by any party before the thirty-first day of August, One 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-three shall be null and 
void.

(CONTAINING THE FACILITIES AND CONCESSIONS 
GRANTED BY THE EMPLOYER) 


1. Domestic Inquiries.—If a worker who is furnished with a 
show cause notice in terms of clause 24 of the Principal 
Collective Agreement is a member of the Union, the following 
provisions shall apply to the inquiry held by the employer 
pursuant to such show cause notice :— 


(a) The employer will, subject as hereinafter provided, allow 
another member of such union (hereinaiter referred to 
as ‘‘an observer’’) to be present as an vbserver 
without loss of wages for absence from work. 


(b) If the worker who is served with a show cause notice 
desires an observer to be present at the inquiry to be 
held pursuant to such show cause notice, he shall, 
forty-eight (48) hours at least before the time appointed 
for the commencement of the inquiry submit to the 
employer the name of such observer. 


(c) An observer may answer any questions which the person 
who conducts the inquiry may ask him, but an observer 
shall not be entitled to represent the worker who is 
served with a show cause notice or otherwise partake 
in the inquiry. 


(d) The person who conducts an inquiry shall be entitled to 
require an observer who obstructs such inquiry in any 
manner whatsoever to withdraw therefrom and an 
observer shall forthwith comply with such requirement. 


(e) The absence of an observer from the whole or any part 
of an inquiry for any reason whatsoever shall not 
vitiate such inquiry, nor the proceedings threat, nor 
the findings pursuant thereto. 


2. Union Meetings.—The following 


rovisions shall apply to 
meetings of the Union:— : PRY 


(a) In respect of each meeting which the Union desired to 
hoid at the employer's premises, an application for 
permission shall be previously made to the employer. 


(b) If the employer decides to grant permission the employer 
shall be entitled to impose, inter alia, one or more of 
the undernoted conditions :— 


(i) that no person other than a worker in the service 
of the employer shall be present at a meeting of 
such Union; 


(ii) on occasions such as the Annual General Meeting 
of such union office bearers of such union may 
with the previous approval of the employer 
attend ; 


(iii) fix a time limit within which a meeting of such 
union shall be concluded or adjourned. 


(c) It shall be the duty of such union and its Office-bearers 
to ensure that the terms on which permission to hold a 
mone of such union is granted are duly complied 
with. 


(d) It shall be the duty of such union and its Office-bearers 
to ensure that no damage is caused in the course of 
or in connection with a meeting of such union to the 
employer's property or any other persons at the 
employer's premises and such union shall indemnify the 
employer and keep the employer indemnified against 
any such damage. 


3. Duty Leave.—(1) The following provision shall apply to 
duty leave:— 


Without prejudice to the right of the employer to refuse 
to grant permission if in his discretion the exigencies of the 
circumstances warrant refusal, the employer will generally 
grant permission for not less than two office-bearers of the 
union— 


(a) To be present at conferences held under the aegis of the 
employer or the Department of Labour in connection 
with a dispute between such union and the employer; 
or 


(b) to attend inquiries before Industrial Courts, Arbitrators 
or Labour Tribunals; 


(c) or at the request of the parent union without loss of 


wages for each absence. 


(2) The employer will in his discretion grant leave without 
remuneration to a worker to attend a trade union course or 
seminar or conference either in Ceylon or abroad, unless the 
worker concerned is entitled to annual, customery or statutory 
holidays which he wishes to utilize for the purpose. 


4, Check Off.—(1) In this clause ‘employer’ shall mean the 
employer bound by the Principal Collective Agreement in whose 
establishment the membership of the union is not less than 
forty precentum (40%) of the workers covered and bound by 
the Principal Collective Agreement. 


(2) The employer shall on the written request of a worker 
deduct from the wages due to such worker the current monthly 
union dues as are specified by the worker to be payable monthly 
by the worker to such union and remit the amount so deducted 
to the union in accordance with the procedure and upon and 
subject to the conditions hereinafter set forth. 


(3) Every worker who agrees to the deduction of union dues 
from his wages shall sign a statement to that effect in the 
form set out in Form No. 1 in the Second Schedule to this 
agreement and hereinafter referred to as ‘an authorisation ’. 


(4) Every worker shall be entitled to withdraw his agreement 
to check-otf at any time by signing a statement to that effect 
in the form set out in Form No. 2, in the second Schedule 
to this agreement and hereinafter referred to as ‘ a revocation ’. 


(5) As far as practicable deductions under an authorisation 
shall commence from the wages due immediately after the date 
of receipt of such authorisation and shall continue thereafter 
until the authorisation is cancelled by a revocation. 


(6) As far as practicable deductions under an authorisation 
shall cease from the date of receipt of a revocation cancelling 
such authorisation. Provided however— 

(a) that the employer shall not be liable in any manner 

whatsoever to the union or the worker concerned for 
failure to comply with sub-clause (5) or (6); 


(b) that at his discretion the employer shall be entitled not 
to make deductions by way of check-off in any month 
in which the deductions by way of check-off will together 
with all other deductions from the worker's wages in 
that month exceed the deductions permitted by law. 


(7) The employer shall not later than the tenth day of each 
month remit the union dues deducted from the wages of the 
workers in the month immediately preceding to the ‘Treasurer 
of the union concerned in accordance with the tenor of each 
authorisation by a cheque payable to the Treasurer thereof and 
crossed ‘ Account Payee’. 


(8) The cheque shall be sent at the risk of the union and 
the workers concerned by post in a pre-paid envelope addressed 
to the Treasurer of the union concerned at its address for the 
time being. 


(9) The Treasurer of the union concerned shall promptly 
acknowledge receipt of the cheque. 


(10) The employer shall not be liable to pay to the union 
or to the Treasurer on its behalf as aforesaid any sum other 
than the union dues actually deducted.
